I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1970,  I took  up 
iT^  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  1st  August,  Dr.  Gordon 
having  returned  in  April  to  a similar  post  in  his  home  area  of  Norttern 
Ireland,  whilst  Dr,  Milligan  covered  the  intervening  period  as  Acting  Medical 
Officer  of  Health, 

For  some  years  now,  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  also  held  the 
appointment  of  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding  County  Council's 
Local  Health  Services,  and  this  dual  role  has  provided  a convenient  and 
effective  means  of  linking  together,  locally,  his  responsibilities  for 
environmental  health  and  for  the  day-to-day  divisional  administration  of  the 
County  Council's  Health  Services,  The  present  Divisional  Unit  was  farmed 
from  the  former  Brighouse  and  Todmorden  Divisions,  and  your  Medical  Officer 
has  similar  functions  and  responsibilities  in  the  other  seven  districts  in 
the  combined  area, 

I have  little  doubt  that  this  position  enables  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  to  take  a wide  view  of  problems  occurring  in  his  area  and  since 
it  is  often  difficult  to  separate  ill-health  from  environmental  conditions 
and  social  factors,  the  Medical  Officer  has  enjoyed  a unique  advantage  in 
this  respect.  Particularly,  it  is  important  to  avoid  duplication  of  effort 
by  different  departments,  all  with  a special  interest  in  what  is  often  a 
complicated  family  problem.  The  Local  Authority  Social  Services  Act,  1970, 
laid  the  basis  for  the  future  unification  of  two  of  these  services.  Welfare 
and  Children's,  which  together  with  other  essential  services,  such  as 
Mental  Health  and  Home  Helps,  would  form  the  basis  of  a new  Local  Authority 
Department  of  Social  Services,  At  the  same  time  it  is  rarely  that  one 
can  say  with  exactitude  where  the  line  of  demarcation  between  ill-health  and 
social  problems  may  be  drawn.  Therefore,  whilst  duplication  of  efforts  is 
to  be  avoided,  it  is  equally  important,  in  my  view,  to  regard  the  family  and 
its  problems  as  a whole  whatever  the  administrative  changes  may  be. 

The  vital  statistics  indicate  a slight  increase  in  the  Registrar 
General's  estimated  mid  year  population,  compared  with  the  1969  figure, 
whilst  the  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  remained  very  much  the 
same.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  showed  a decrease,  although 
it  does  not  necessarily  follow  that  this  indicates  a decrease  in  illegitimate 
conceptions.  Under  the  Abortion  Act,  there  were,  nationally,  nearly  twice 
as  many  abortions  carried  out  in  19  70  as  in  1969,  and  the  fastest  rise  in 
the  incidence  of  abortion  is  stated  to  have  been  in  teenage  girls.  There 
was  a rise  in  the  stillbirth  rate  during  the  year,  representing  seven 
stillbirths  in  1970  compared  with  two  in  the  previous  year.  In  nearly  every 
case  this  was  due  to  accidental  haemorrhage  or  defects  in  the  placenta. 

One  stillbirth  was  associated  with  congenital  abnormality  of  the  baby. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  general  population  showed  a slight  rise  and 
again  the  main  causes  of  death  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation. 
Cancer,  Vascular  conditions  of  the  nervous  system  and  respiratory 
disease. 
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Infectious  disease  notifications  point  to  the  setback  in  Measles 
control,  when  adverse  side  effects  to  one  particular  brand  of  vaccine  led 
to  its  withdrawal  and  a period  of  shortage  of  vaccine  which  carried  over 
to  the  beginning  of  197n„  It  is  understable  that  adverse  publicity  at 
the  time  should  make  th:'^  public  wary,  bat  bhe  problems  have  now  been  over- 
come and  the  effectiveness  of  tdeasles  vaccine  is  beyorid  question* 

An  inno''ation  in  immunisation  procedure  was  the  introduction,  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  of  German  Measles  vaccination  for  schoolgirls  aged  between 
11  and  14  years  who  are  at  risk,  priority  being  given  to  older  groups 
initially*  This  procedure,  it  is  hoped,  will  help  to  prevent  the  serious 
congenital  malformations  which  may  occur  if  women  develop  the  disease  in  the 
early  months  of  pregnancy* 

During  the  past  decade,  immense  progress  has  been  made  in  the  field 
of  mental  health,  and  September,  1970,  saw  a fitting  climax,  locally,  with 
the  completion  of  the  new  Gomprehensive  Training  Centre  at  Lower  Edge, 
Rastricko  This  magnificent  Centre,  which  must  be  one  of  the  finest  in  the 
country,  was  officially  opened  by  Sir  Keith  Joseph  on  the  6th  November  and 
provides  every  up-=>tO“>date  facility  in  the  care  of  adult  and  junior  trainees 
as  well  as  incorporating  a special  care  unit  for  those  with  severe  physical 
and  mental  handicaps*  The  Centre  takes  trainees  from  the  Elland  area  and 
as  far  afield  as  Queerisbury  and  %tholmroyd,  special  transport  being  provided 
for  this  purpose*  A few  have  been  admitted  from  adjacent  Divisions,  and, 
when  full,  there  will  be  66  adult  trainees,  36  juniors  and  18  in  the  special 
care  unit* 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  trend  towards  closer 
co-operation  beti^een  the  Local  Health  Authority  Services  and  the  General 
Practitioner  Services*  This  has  taken  the  form,  in  some  cases,  of  the 
Family  Doctors  sharing  premises  with  our  own  staff,  and  the  progress  towards 
co-operation  was  taken  a stage  further  towards  the  end  of  1970  with  the 
attachment  of  Home  N’lrses  to  specific  practices  on  a "Community  Health  Team" 
basis*  The  separation  of  the  Health  Services  into  C-eneral  Practitioners, 
Hospital  and  Local  Authority  Services  has  been  regarded  by  many  people  for 
some  time  as  being  administratively  clumsy  and  undesirable*  An  attempt, 
therefore,  to  close  the  gap  between  the  Local  Authority  Service  and  Family 
Doctors  not  only  promotes  the  spirit  of  team  work,  but,  most  important, 
brings  increased  benefit  to  the  patient. 

In  October,  1970,  arrangements  were  made  to  carry  out  Guthrie  Tests 
on  all  new-born  infants  with  the  kind  co-operation  of  the  Pathology 
Department  of  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary.  This  is  a tgst  used  to  identify 
a condition  known  as  Phenylketonuria,  the  effects  of  which  may  he  offset  if 
recognised  early*  The  Guthrie  test  replaces  the  Phenistix  test,  which  is 
less  accurate  and  carried  out  later* 

The  Old  People’s  v/elfare  Committee  continues  to  flourish  as  a most 
active  and  enterprising  organisation*  The  establishment  by  the  Committee 
a year  ago  of  an  Old  People’s  Liaison  Officer  has  already  proved  its  worth. 


The  Officer  visits  all  the  old  people  in  Wardens'  Schemes,  at  all  Old 
People’s  Club  meetings,  and  at  many  of  their  functions. 

The  Wainwright  Hall,  which  was  opened  in  1961,  has  become  a most 
valuable  Centre  for  the  elderly  and  their  needs  throughout  the  area.  On 
five  days  a week  it  is  at  the  disposal  of  the  old  people  all  day  until 
5 p«m.  In  its  kitchen  238  dinners  are  cooked  every  week  for  the  elderly, 
and  up  to  36  for  the  physically  handicapped. 

That  the  health  of  the  community  is  dependent  to  a considerable  degree 
on  the  environmental  standards  is  a historical  fact  which  is  no  less  true 
today,  and  public  awareness  of  the  need  to  prevent  poisoning  of  the  atmosphere 
by  pollution  in  its  various  forms  is  reaching  a keen  and  determined  level. 

The  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  covers  in  detail  the 
environmental  aspects  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year.  In  particular 
there  were  105  houses  demolished  during  the  year,  97  in  clearance  areas  and 
eight  not  in  clearance  areas,  including  two  previously  reported  as  closed. 
During  the  year,  99  houses  in  clearance  areas  were  represented.  78  new 
dwellings  were  completed  by  the  Local  Authority  and  93  by  private  enterprise 
in  1970,  In  addition,  the  Council  continued  its  policy  of  encouraging  the 
improvement  of  older  houses  lacking  in  amenities,  but  otherwise  structurally 
sound. 


Elland  Council  have  again  indicated  their  active  interest  in  reducing 
atmospheric  pollution  by  making  the  South  Ward  Smoke  Control  Order  during 
the  year.  This  brings  the  total  number  of  Orders  to  twelve,  with  two  more 
required  for  completion,  A demonstrable  reduction  in  the  concentration  of 
smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  has  been  achieved  and  is  one  of  the  major 
preventative  measures  in  reducing  chronic  respiratory  disease  in  the 
population. 

Investigations  to  detect  the  presence  of  Brucellosis  in  dairy  herds 
throughout  the  district  continued.  193  samples  were  taken  in  1970, 
compared  with  112  in  the  previous  year,  and  not  only  did  this  reveal  an 
increase  in  the  positive  culture  obtained  (73  compared  with  39),  but  these 
figures  indicate  a proportionate  increase  of  37.8%  positive,  compared  with 
34,8%  the  previous  year.  It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  until  this  condition 
is  eradicated  completely,  active  local  vigilance  must  continue  to  detect 
and  eliminate  affected  cows  and  to  see  that  milk  is  rendered  safe  by  heat 
treatment  before  being  issued  for  human  consumption. 

Finally,  may  I express,  on  behalf  of  the  department,  appreciation 
for  the  courtesy  of  the  Members  of  the  Council,  and  thank  Mr.  Wood,  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Insoector,  for  his  invaluable  help  and  co-operation.

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VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  estimate  of  the  population  is  the  mid-year  estimate  of  the 
Registrar  General.  His  estimate  is  1^,500,  as  conpared  with  18,300,  for 
1969,  and  compares  with  the  figure  for  the  1961  Census  of  18,357.  There 
were  296  live  births  and  269  deaths,  so  that  there  was  a natural  increase 
of  27  in  the  population  this  year. 

The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year  is  I6.O  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
This  compares  with  the  rate  for  the  previous  year  of  16.3  and  is  the  same 
as  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  This  crude  birth  rate  has  to  be 
adjusted  by  a comparability  factor  of  1.10  to  bring  it  into  line  with  that 
of  the  country  as  a whole,  and  this  gives  us  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of 
17*6.  This  compares  with  an  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  Administrative 
County  of  17.5  and  a birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  I6.O, 

There  were  29  illegitimate  births,  representing  9.8%  of  the  total 
live  births,  and  an  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  1.6  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population. 

During  the  year  there  were  seven  stillbirths.  This  gives  a rate 
of  23.1  per  1,000  (live  and  still)  births.  The  County  rate  is  13.6  and 
the  rate  for  England  and  Whies  is  13.0, 

The  death  rate  for  the  Urban  District  is  14«5  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  This  is  0,7  above  the  figure  for  last  year.  The  comparability 
factor  for  obtaining  the  adjusted  death  rate  is  0,99%  and  using  this  factor 
we  have  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  14»4*  This  compares  with  an  adjusted 
death  rats  of  12,7  for  the  Administrative  County  _and  11,7  for  England  and 
Wales,

Infant  Deaths

General  provisions  of  health  services  throughout  the  area  continued 
to  function  as  in  previous  years. 


Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Wakefield,  continues  to  receive 
clinical  material  and  milk  and  water  samples  for  bacteriological 
examination,  while  chemical  analysis  is  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Lea  and 
Mallinder. 

Facilities  are  also  provided  by  the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion 
Service  at  Leeds,  and  General  Practitioners  who  have  open  access  to  the 
services  of  the  Pathological  Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary, 


Ambulance  Service 

The  County  Ambulance  Station  at  Brighouse  provides  cover  for  both 
Elland  Urban  I>istrict  and  the  neighbouring  areas  of  the  County,  This 
service  is  administered  from  the  Group  Control  at  Birkenshaw,  telephone 
number  Bradford  682211  and  all  requests  for  the  ambulance  service  should 
be  made  to  this  Centre, 

Appended  hereto  are  particulars  of  the  cases  transported  during 
the  year.  The  figures  are  given  monthly  and  the  total  for  last  year  is 
given  for  comparison  after  the  total  in  each  line.  This  table  applies 
to  the  whole  Division,  It  has  not  been  possible  to  split  the  Divisional 
figures  to  give  the  figures  for  Elland  alone .

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Nursing  in  the  Home 


Three  home  nurses  are  employed  in  Elland,  During  the  year,  Miss 
Wilson  left  the  area  and  was  replaced  by  Mrs,  Ramsey,  Altogether  8,552 
visits  were  made  and  437  cases  were  treated  during  the  year, 

A variety  of  equipment  is  available  for  loan  to  patients  being  nursed 
at  home  and  increasing  use  is  being  made  of  disposable  pads  with  incontinent 
patients. 


Domestic  Help  Service 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  160  cases  in  the  Elland  area  were  being 

provided  with  a Home  Help,  and  47  new  cases  were  attended  during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  146  were  still  being  attended. 

Of  the  207  attended  duid.ng  1970,  199  were  for  the  care  of  old  people 

and  chronic  sick.  Two  were  where  the  housewife  was  ill,  and  six  were 

maternity  cases,  "the  maternity  cases  the  Home  Help  was  provided  for  two 
weeks.

Altogether  8l6  old  people  and  nine  physically  handicapped  persons 
were  treated  through  the  County  Council  scheme  and  approximately  another 
hundred  people  were  treated  under  the  scheme  of  the  Stainland  and  Greetland 
Nursing  Associations.  Forty  percent  of  the  old  old  people  treated  had  to 
be  treated  in  their  own  homes  as  domiciliary  cases. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  treated  under  the 
County’s  scheme. 

In  general,  patients  continue  to  have  attention  at  bi-monthly 
intervals.  If  the  condition  demands  additional  attention,  this  has 
been  arranged. 

Cervical  Cytology 

Clinics  for  the  early  detection  of  Cancer  of  the  womb  and  breast 
are  held  regularly  in  Elland,  A simple  and  painless  smear  test  is 
performed  and  patients  are  also  shown  the  technique  of  self-examination 
of  the  breast.  In  1970,  116  women  attended. 
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Old  People’s  Welfare  Coimnittee 


Elland  Council  is  fortunate  in  having  a most  progressive  and 
flourishing  Committee  for  the  welfare  of  eHerly  citizens.  The  various 
districts  are  well  represented  and  members  attend  the  meetings  with 
evident  enthusiasm.  It  is  indeed  a Committee  where  co-ordination  of 
all  the  relevant  associations  has  been  obtained,  and  maintained,  to  the 
general  benefit  of  all  who  desire  help. 

Home  Safety  Committee 

The  Home  Safety  Committee  meets  bi-monthly  and  every  effort  is  made 
to  decrease  the  number  of  accidents  in  the  home.  In  many  instances  these 
could,  with  a little  foresight,  have  been  avoided. 

Excepting  the  occasions  when  houses  and  whole  families  are  burnt, 
there  is  little  drama,  and  no  press  value  is  attached  to  accidents  occurring 
in  the  privacy  of  a household.  Yet  the  number  of  these  is  tremendous, 
deaths  far  exceeding  those  caused  by  many  dreaded  diseases,  and,  apart 
from  those  who  die  as  a result,  many  more  are' crippled  for  life. 


HOSPITALS 


Infectious  Disease 

There  was  little  call  this  year  on  the  Leeds  Road  Isolation  Hospital, 
Bradford,  which  now  takes  our  cases. 

Tuberculosis 

The  majority  of  cases  requiring  admission  to  hospital  are  received 
into  Northowram  Hall  Hospital. 

Matg.rnj^y 

This  service  continues  as  before.  Some  of  our  cases  go  to 
Huddersfield  and  Bradford,  but  the  majority  are  delivered  in  the  Halifax 
General  Hospital.  The  liaison  between  the  hospital  staff  and  that  of  the 
Health  Department  continues  to  be  excellent. 


Old  People 

Hospital  accommodation  provided  for  old  people  who  are  not  acutely 
ill  continues  to  be  difficult.  The  demand  for  such  accommodation  is  as 
great  as  ever  and  may  be  expected  to  increase.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those  of  School 
Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the  scope  of  the 
service  includes  home  visiting  for  the  purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the 
care  of  children  and  persons  (including  adults)  suffering  from  illness  and/ 
or  expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice 
in  the  home  as  to  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 

In  Elland,  the  Health  Visitors  are  attached  to  general  Practitioners 
and  serve  the  families  on  their  medical  lists,  rather  than  working  in  fixed 
districts.  This  attachment  has  led  to  a closer  integration  of  the  two 
services  and  is  very  much  appreciated. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  employed  one  full-time  midwife  in 
the  Urban  District  during  the  year.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  domiciliary  confinements  during  1970  and  the  percentage  of  babies  born 
at  home  rose  to  The  midwife  is  trained  in  the  administration  of 

trilene  and  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  provided  with  all  the  necessary 
equipment.  Analgesia  is  available  to  all  mothers  desiring  it,  subject 
to  satisfactory  medical  examination.  The  midwives  have  also  received 
special  training  in  the  care  of  premature  infants,  and  a new  type  of 
incubator  is  now  in  service.  This  can  be  ready  for  immediate  use  at  the 
Brighouse  Ambulance  Station,  and  it  is  available  for  moving  premature  babies 
to  special  care  units  in  hospital,

Of  the  303  children  born  to  Elland  residents  during  the  year,  74 
Were  born  at  home.  This  figure  does  not  give  a complete  picture  of  the 
Work  carried  out  by  the  midwife  for,  in  addition,  some  mothers  were 
discharged  from  hispital  48  hours  after  their  confinements  and  had  to  be 
attended  by  the  Domiciliary  Midwives.

MENTAL  HEALTH 


The  Mental  Health  Service  is  administered  on  a Divisional  beisis  and 
two  Mental  Welfare  Officers  are  based  in  Brighouse  to  serve  this  area. 

In  addition,  we  share  the  services  of  Mr.  Parkinson,  the  Senior  Mental 
Welfare  Officer,  who  has  responsibilities  throughout  the  very  much  larger 
catchment  area  of  Storthes  Hall  Hospital,  The  holiday  and  off  duty 
relief  arrangements  with  the  officers  based  in  Todmorden  have  worked  very 
well.  Quarterly  rotas  have  been  prepared  and  distributed  to  all  General 
Practitioners  and  Hospitals,  and  also  to  the  Police  and  Ambulance  Staffs, 


In-Sgjvip9  Training 

All  newly-appointed  Welfare  Officers  attend  an  induction  course  at 
Leeds  and  subsequently  arrangements  are  made  for  them  to  attend  County 
courses  at  Grant ley  Hall  once  a year;  in  addition,  fortnightly  seminars 
are  held  at  Brighouse,  Suitably  qualified  Officers  are  encouraged  to 
apply  for  vacancies  on  the  two-year  Younghusband  Course  for  Social 
Workers. 
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Regidantiai  Hostels 


There  is  an  increasing  demand  '.’or  places  in  residential  hostels  for 
both  mentally  ill  and  mentally  subnormal  patients.  The  County  Council 
noiAX  has  two  hostels  at  West  Ardsley,  and  we  have  occasionally  been  able 
to  find  places  in  hostels  situated  in  neighbouring  County  Boroughs* 

With  the  increasing  turnover  of  patients  in  mental  hospitals,  and  the 
emphasis  on  community  care,  it  seems  likely  that  very  many  more  hostels 
will  have  to  'oe  pro  dded  in  the  future* 


Divisional  Training  Centre 

The  new  Comprehensive  Training  Centre  at  Lower  Edge,  Rastrick, 
opened  on  the  2nd  September,  the  official  ceremony  being  carried  out 
by  Sir  Keith  Joseph  on  November  6th«  This  Centre,  which  takes  Trainees 
from  Brighouse,  Elland,  Queens  bury  and  Shelf,  and  the  Calder  Valley  as 
far  as  Mytholmroyd,  will  untimately  provide  places  for  66  adult  Trainees, 
36  juniors  and  18  in  the  Special  Care  Unit*

In  the  course  of  the  year,  two  further  Smoke  Control  Areas  were 
confirmed  and  will  affect  a total  of  818  premises o There  are  now  nine 
Smoke  Control  Areas  in  operation,  covering  3,331  premises,  and  during  the 
year,  a further  area  was  approved  by  the  Council. 


Difficulties  continue  with  regard  to  emissions  from  chimneys  of 
local  brickworks  and  every  possible  avenue  is  being  explored  in  endeavour 
to  find  a solution  to  the  nuisance.

Although  Tiaxxy  factors ^ such  as  better  housing,  improved  diets  and 
_ncreased  social  education,  have  played  their  part  in  reducing  the  number 
of  cases  and  deaths  fVom  certain  notifiable  diseases,  there  is  no  doubt  that 
the  TTiajor  oart  lias  been  that  of  active  immunisationo 

This  has  been  demonstrated  most  vividly  in  the  case  of  Diphtheria, 

In  the  early  194-0 's,  there  was  a dramatic  fall,  both  in  the  number  of 
cases  and  the  percentage  of  deaths,  immediately  following  upon  the  first 
major  inimunisation  campaign  against  the  disease.

There  has  been  no  case  of  Diphtheria  notified  in  Elland  since 

1948, 


New  immunisation  schedules  were  introduced  in  April,  1968,  and 
primary  courses  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  are  now 
completed  at  fourteen  months  of  age  instead  of  six  months.  These 
appointments  are  made  under  the  County  Computer  Scheme  on  a divisional  basis 
and  will  result  in  an  increased  number  of  children  receiving  full  protection 
against  the  diseases. 


Vacciriation  against  Smallpox 

Routine  vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  now  included  in  the  County 
Computer  Scheme  and  is  carried  out  in  infancy  at  the  age  of  eighteen  months. 
These  appointments  are  arranged  on  a divisional  basis  and  figures  for 
individual  areas  are  no  longer  available. 


B.C,G,  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

B,C,G,  vaccination  was  offered  to  608  twelve  year  old  and  thirteen 
year  old  schoolchildren  in  the  Division,  Parents  of  446,  or  73^?  consented 
to  this  valuable  measure,  as  compared  with  the  County  average  for  1969  of 
82,1*^,  All  these  children  were  tested.  Nineteen  of  them,  or  4%j  were 
found  to  be  positive  reactors  and  presumably  had  been  exposed  to  the  disease 
at  some  time,  and  427  with  negative  reactions  were  given  B.C,G,  vaccination. 

Heaf  testing  and  vaccination  of  contacts  were  also  carried  out. 


Forty- four  child  contacts  received  skin  tests.  None  of  these  were 
positive.  Fifty  onechildren  received  B.C,G,  vaccination,  including 
eleven  babies  not  pieviously  given  a skin  test. 


Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis. 


In  the  course  of  the  year,  records  were  received  in  respect  of  106 
persons  in  the  Division  who  had  received  three  doses  of  oral  vaccine,  and, 
in  addition,  a further  51 1 children  were  given  booster  doses. 


Vaccination  against  Measles 

Routine  vaccination  against  Measles  continued  during  the  year, 
although  following  the  v/ithdrawal  of  one  make  of  vaccine  during  1969,  there 
was  a shortage  of  supplies  available  during  the  latter  period  of  1969  and 
early  part  of  1970.

Scarlet  Fever

Most  of  these  were  inild  cases  and  all  occurred  in  children.

Whooping  Cough 

Ten  cases  of  Whooping  cough  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Whooping  Cough  vaccino.tion  does  not  give  full  protection,  but  it  has  the 
effect  of  delaying  the  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough  until  later  in  childhood, 
when  complications  are  much  less  likely  to  occur,  and,  in  addition,  has 
caused  a dramatic  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases.

Tuberculosis 


The  statistics  relating  to  Tuberculosis  are  presented  in  tabular 
form  in  Table  9» 


No  action  bas  been  found  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis ) Regulations,  1925?  nor  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  19365,  Section 

There  were  two  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the 
year,  as  compared  with  three  in  1969.  One  case  transferred  into  the 
districto  Two  respiratory  cases  recovered  and  were  removed  from  the 
register,;  and  two  patients  on  the  register  died  this  year.  The  number 
on  the  register  thus  reduced  by  one  to  53  respiratory  cases. 

One  case  of  Non-respiratory  Tuberculosis  was  notified  this  year. 

The  system  of  special  contact  cards  has  been  continued  in  the 
Division  and  an  effort  has  been  made  again  for  all  contacts  of  new  cases 
to  be  investigated,  including  follow-up  X-ray  examination  at  the  Royal 
Halifax  Infirmary,  Other  contacts  are  followed  up  regularly,  and  as  far 
as  possible  are  X-rayed  whenever  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visits  the 
Division,  The  number  of  known  contacts  at  present  under  observation  in 
the  Elland  Urban  District  is  176  in  respect  of  the  58  respiratory  cases 
on  the  register. 

Of  the  two  new  cases  notified,  one  was  a male  aged  54 > and  the 
other  a female,  aged  37, 


The  Divisional  Care  Committee  continued  to  do  good  work  and  to 
distribute  clothing,  fuel  and  food  parcels  to  needy  people.  Christmas 
parcels  were  distributed  as  usual  and  the  usual  annual  day  trip  was  made 
to  the  seaside  for  patients  and  their  families  who  are  unlikely  to  have 
a holiday  any  other  way.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  IIBPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR.  1970 


TO:  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  ELLAND  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  of  work  carried  out 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors'  department  during  the  year  1970o  As  in 
previous  years  the  various  sections  of  the  report  show  continuing  progress 
in  all  fields  of  worko  October  1970  will  be  remembered  for  the  unprecedented 
interruption  of  public  service  by  the  local  authority  manual  workers. 

The  strike  lasted  for  three  weeks  and  during  this  period  no  refuse  or  salvage 
was  collected.  To  my  surprise,  there  were  few  complaints  by  members  of  the 
public  who,  by  and  large,  had  a measure  of  sympathy  for  the  case  set  out  by 
the  imnual  workers  unions.  Some  7,000  sacks  were  issued  from  various 
points  in  the  town  in  order  that  surplus  domestic  refuse  could  be  stored. 

Many  people  brought  their  refuse  to  the  Council  tip  which  was  available 
at  all  times.  The  refuse  collection  staff,  on  return  to  work  in  November, 
very  commendably  cleared  the  surplus  within  two  weeks  and  thereafter  a 
normal  service  was  resumed. 

Attention  was  given  to  Housing,  with  the  broader  outlook  towards 
improvement  of  houses  in  parallel  with  clearance  procedures.  Routine  work 
continued  on  Food  Hygiene,  Factories,  Offices  and  Shops,  Smoke  Control, 

Public  Cleansing,  Petroleum  Installations  and  many  miscellaneous  duties. 

In  particular,  Smoke  Control  is  now  at  an  advanced  stage  and  it  is  clear 
that  the  programme  can  be  completed  by  1974»  the  target  year  fixed  by  the 
Council  in  1964. 

May  I thank  members  of  staff  who  gave  me  valuable  assistance  during 
the  year  and  provided  much  of  the  material  for  this  report,  and  to  the  typist 
who  has  compiled  and  assembled  this  report  in  addition  to  her  other  routine 
work. 


I am  indebted  to  Dr,  Brock,  who  has  given  guidance  on  many  occasions, 
and  to  ray  colleagues  in  other  departments,  who  never  hesitate  to  give 
assistance  when  required. 

Finally,  appreciation  and  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman,  Vice- 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  for  the  many  ways  in  which 
they  have  given  support  to  our  work  during  the  year,  and  I trust  that  our 
efforts  in  future  years  will  continue  to  merit  that  support,

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WATER  SUPPLY 


Close  attention  was  given  to  water  supplies  throughout  the  town. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  bulk  supply  is  provided  by  the  Calderdale  Water 
Board  and  it  is  equally  well  known  that  many  rural  areas  are  still  served 
bv  private  water  supplies  which  are  the  subject  of  gross  contamination, 

^iany  private  supplies  were  eliminated  in  the  Upper  Greetland  area  by  the 
recently  installed  water  distribution  scheme,  but  it  appears  that  there  is 
no  possibility  of  a similar  scheme  being  installed  in  the  Stainland  and 
Sowood  areas.  Samples  taken  from  private  water  supplies  have  very  high 
bacteriological  results  and  further  investigation  was  made  during  the  year 
in  endeavour  to  find  ways  of  extending  water  mains  so  as  to  serve  at  least 
a few  of  these  properties.  One  such  small  scheme  was  completed  during  the 
year  aai  investigation  into  two  other  schemes  was  in  progress.  As  to  the 
future  of  many  properties  in  this  area  which  continue  to  be  served  by 
private  supplies,  coupled  with  the  absence  of  main  drainage,  one  can  only 
consider  that  they  will,  in  the  course  of  time,  be  demolished  by  action  under 
the  Housing  Acts,

The  Krumlin  Jazz  Festival  held  during  the  year  brought  attendant 
problems  during  the  organisation  period.  The  chosen  site  was  distinctly 
rural  in  character  and  problems  were  encountered  in  the  provision  of 
water  supplies  for  the  large  gathering  of  people.  Though  the  site  is  not 

within  Elland,  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  gave  ready  assistance  to  their 
colleague  in  Ripponden,  29  samples  of  water  from  private  supplies  were 
taken,  of  which  22  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  It  was  decided  to 
provide  a water  supply  in  tanks  at  suitable  points  on  the  site  and  effect 
treatment  by  the  addition  of  Sodium  Hypochlorite.  Seven  samples  taken 
from  storage  tanks  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Unfortunately  for  the  promoters  of  the  Festival,  during  the  weekend 
wjien  the  event  was  held,  water  was  in  abundant  supply  in  the  form  of 
torrential  rain  and  in  association  with  high  winds,  the  occasion  ended  in 
disaster. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


A majority  of  properties  in  Blland  is  served  by  sewers.  The  number 
of  houses  connected  to  sewers  is  7,098  and  a further  172  houses  have 
satisfactory  private  drainage.  In  spite  of  continuing  progress-  in  recent 
years  to  provide  extension  of  sewers  to  serve  outlying  areas,  parts  of 
Stainland  and  Sowood  continue  to  be  without  sewerage.  There  are 
approximately  238  houses  with  unsatisfactory  drainage. 

* r 

Routine  work  continued  during  the  year  on  investigation  of  drainage 
complaints.  This  type  of  work  can  be  very  time  consuming  and  often  demands 
constant  attention  during  the  period  of  testing,  repair  and  reinstatement. 

During  the  year  586  inspections  and  revisits  were  made.  It  was 
found  necessary  to  serve  five  legal  notices  in  respect  of  defects  and  in 
all  cases  works  were  executed  by  the  owners  concerned. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES 


Apart  from  fish  friers,  the  only  offensive  trades  on  the  register 
are

In  the  above  case,  the  trades  are  carried  out  at  premises  in  a rural 
part  of  the  town.  One  other  premise  similarly  used  for  offensive  trades 
was  closed  because  of  works  in  connection  with  the  M.62  Motorway  project. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  care  and  up-keep  of  the  public  conveniences  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Health  Committee,  One  employee  is  engaged  full  time  on  cleansing 
duties.  At  the  end  of  1970  there  were  ten  blocks  of  public  conveniences 
and  30  bus  shelters  on  the  cleansing  rota  and  the  new  arrangement  for 
cleansing  continue  to  be  satisfactory.

The  work  of  survey  and  treatment  was  carried  out  by  a private 
contractor  on  behalf  of  the  Council  and  in  co-operation  with  the  Council's 
Public  Health  Inspectors o It  has  been  found  that  this  method  of  operation 
is  speedy,  efficient  and  economical,, 

The  Council  is  required  to  carry  out  regular  inspections  of  the 
district  so  as  to  prevent  damage  and  danger  to  health  by  rodent 
infestations o The  total  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  was  358 
and  as  a result  of  this  work,  358  treatments  were  carried  outo 

Domestic  premises  are  surveyed  and  receive  treatment  free  of  charge, 
whilst  business  premises  and  factories  are  charged  on  a time  and  material 
basis. 


The  Council's  refuse  tip  at  Lowfields  was  treated  on  two  occasions 
during  the  year,  and  the  sewage  disposal  works  also  received  treatments 
The  sewers  were  treated  twice  during  the  year  by  the  private  contractor 
who  undertakes  all  the  practical  work  of  rodent  control. 


46  inspections  of  filthy  and  verminous  premises  were  made  in 
connection  with  disinfestation  work.  Treatments  were  effectively  carried 
out  and  proprietory  inseciicides  used  in  the  process.

HAIRDRESSERS  AND  BARBBRS 


Section  120  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act, 
1951 » provided  for  the  registration  of  hairdressers  and  barbers  and  no 
person  shall  carry  on  such  a business  on  any  premises  within  the  district 
unless  he  and  those  premises  are  registered  by  the  local  authorityo 

The  section  also  empowers  the  local  authority  to  make  byelaws  for 
securing  the  cleanliness  of  premises  and  equipment,  and  the  cleanliness  of 
persons  employed  in  such  premises.  Byelaws  have  been  made  under  this 
section  and  they  are  in  operation  in  this  area. 

There  are  eight  gentlemens  and  29  ladies  hairdressing  establishments 
on  the  register.  Six  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year  and 
conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory, 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960,  confers  on 
local  authorities  effective  powers  for  controlling  caravan  sites.  The 
Act  aims  to  secure  that  all  caravan  sites  are  properly  equipped  and 
supervised  and  that  sites  are  not  allowed  in  unsuitable  places.  Sites  may 
only  be  established  where  the  occupier  of  the  site  holds  a site  licence, 
and  this  is  dependant  upon  the  occupier  having  a successful  planning 
permission  to  develop  land  as  a site  &r  the  stationing  of  caravans.  The 
Act  also  empowers  a local  authority  to  attach  conditions  to  site  licences 
which  ensure  adequate  control  over  the  site. 

There  are  two  sites  within  this  area  licenced  for  the  stationing 
a total  of  37  caravans.  One  site  is  conveniently  positioned  near  the 
centre  of  the  town  and  yet  is  well  screened  from  view  by  trees.  The  site 
is  well  managed  and  no  complaints  have  arisen  during  the  year.  The  second 
site  is  positioned  at  Holywell  Green  and  was  established  to  accommodate 
the  vans  of  technicians  and  workmen  concerned  with  the  construction  of  the 
M62  Motorway.  This  site  is  also  well  managed  and  no  complaints  arose 
during  the  year. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  19S1 


This  is  an  Act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  pet  animals  and  it  makes 
provision  for  the  licensing  and  inspection  of  pet  shops. 


One  premise  is  registered  as  a pet  shop,  and  throughout  the  year 
conditions  were  satisfactory. 
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RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT.  1951 


This  Act  forbids  the  use  of  certain  filling  materials  for 
upholstering  filling  of  bedding,  toys,  baby  carriages  etc.  except  on 
premises  registered  by  the  local  authority.  Premises  used  for  the 
storage  or  manufacture  of  rag  flock  must  be  licensed. 

Provisions  are  incorporated  to  prevent  the  sale  of  unclean  filling 
materials  and  regulations  have  been  made  which  set  out  standards  of 
cleanliness  for  filling  materials. 

No  premises  were  in  use  during  the  year  for  any  purpose  within  the 
scope  of  this  Act. 


PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACTS  1928  & 1936 
PETROLEUM  (MIXTURES)  ORDER  1929 
PETROLEUM  (CARBIDE  OF  CALCIUM  ORDER)  1929  ETC. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  carries  out  the  duties  of 
Petroleum  Officer  for  the  EUand  Urban  District.  Duties  under  the 
above  Act  include  the  annual  licensing  of  premises  where  stocks  of  petroleum  or 
petroleum  mixtures  are  kept,  and  the  inspection  and  testing  of  all  new 
pumps  and  installations  for  the  storage  of  petrol. 

43  licences  were  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  the  storage 
of  Petroleum  Spirit  and  seven  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of 
Petroleum  Mixtures. 

Public  Health  Inspectors  work  in  co-operation  with  the  County 
Fire  Service. 


SWIMMING  BATHS 


There  is  one  public  swimming  bath  in  Elland.  This  is  an  enclosed 
bath  with  heated  water  which  is  subject  to  treatment  by  continuous 
filtration  and  chlorination.  The  process  ensures  that  the  bath  water 
is  completely  changed  during  an  approximate  period  of  four  hours. 

During  the  year,  28  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  bath  were 
reported  as  satisfactory. 


LAND  CHARGES 


562  enquiry  forms  were  dealt  with  during  the  yesir  and  much  valuable 
time  was  used  in  searching  through  records,  perusing  of  maps  and  visiting 
properties  in  order  that  accurate  information  could  be  returned.

OFFICES.  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT.  1963 


This  Act  received  Royal  Assent  on  31st  July,  1963,  and  makes  fresh 
provision  for  securing  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed 
to  work  in  office  or  shop  premises  and  provision  for  securing  the  health, 
safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed  to  work  in  certain  railway  premises. 


The  Act  has  been  in  operation  for  some  six  years  and  in  Elland 
143  premises  are  registered.  The  standard  of  premises  in  Elland  is  quite 
good  and  no  contraventions  were  found  during  the  year.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Progress  in  this  field  of  work  continued  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Acts,  There  is  no  doubt  as  to  the  effectiveness 
of  this  legislation  which  has  become  recognised  as  a major  step  forward  in 
the  environmental  health  field.  For  many  forward  looking  authorities,  the 
days  of  smog  have  gone  and  housewives  have  found  their  daily  cleaning  chores 
much  easier  in  a cleaner  environment.  In  an  earlier  report  I said  that  civic 
pride  would  be  fostered  and  indeed  it  has.  It  is  becoming  quite  commonplace 
for  buildings  to  be  cleaned,  thus  revealing  the  original  attractive  appearance 
of  stonework.  The  Council  office  buildings  were  cleaned  during  the  year  and 
now  present  a more  dignified  setting  than  the  original.  People  tend  to 
forget  the  original  beauty  in  the  design  of  our  older  buildings  and  accept 
a smoke  blackened  appearance  as  part  of  the  pattern  of  the  environment. 

But  in  the  future  many  more  buildings  will  be  cleaned  and  people  will  again 
see  parts  of  Elland  almost  as  they  were  during  the  period  of  construction. 


Industrial 

Apart  from  certain  special  processes,  industrial  pollution  is  almost 
non-existent.  It  is  quite  the  exception  to  see  industrial  chimneys 
emitting  dark  smoke  of  a shade  darker  than  Ringlemann  shade  1,  Throughout 
the  year  a watching  brief  was  kept  on  the  industrial  field  and  it  was  found 
necessary  to  carry  out  three  formal  observations  under  the  "Dark  Smoke 
(Permitted  Periods)  Regulations  1958"  but  no  contraventions  were  recorded. 

The  Council  received  two  notifications  of  intention  to  install  new 
furnaces  in  accordance  with  Section  3 of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956, 

Four  applications  were  received  in  accordance  with  Section  6 of  the 
Clean  Air  Act  1968  for  approval  of  a chimney  height  and  these  were  approved. 

As  in  earlier  years,  cases  of  smoke  nuisance  arose  from  burning  waste 
materials  on  open  land  and  by  co-operation  with  the  occupiers,  these  anti- 
social practices  ceased.  One  such  case  occurred  at  a local  private  tip  and 
highlighted  the  apparent  lack  of  control  and  supervision  of  this  type  of 
disposal  point. 

The  Atlas  Brickworks  continued  operation  at  a reduced  rate  throughout 
the  year  with  one  kiln  in  use.  Concern  was  expressed  during  July  at  the 
increased  emission  from  the  chimney  of  Calder  Works  and  this  was  found  to  be 
due  to  an  increase  in  sulphur  content  of  the  basic  materials  used  for  brick 
moulding.  Fortunately  the  problem  was  resolved  and  the  chimney  emission 
reduced  to  the  normal  faint  blue  plume. 

The  brickworks  complex  still  presents  problems  of  pollution  which  at 
the  present  time  appear  insoluble.  The  company  is  planning  to  reduce  the 
number  of  chimneys  as  far  as  is  practicable  with  viable  operation  of  the 
processes.  The  flues  of  Woodman  works  were  diverted  from  individual 
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chimneys  into  one  chimney,  which  was  increased  in  height  to  about  I40  feet. 
In  time  the  old  chimneys  will  no  doubt  be  demolished.  H.M,  Alkali 
Inspectors  frequently  inspect  Woodman  and  Blackley  works  and  advise  the 
cOTpany  on  modern  techniques  of  firing,  flue  gas  control  and  the  special 
problems  associated  with  glazed  ware  production. 

There  were  no  complaints  in  respect  of  the  Electricity  Generating 
Station,  which  has  high  efficiency  dust  arrestors.  Ash  still  passes  out 
of  the  chimney  to  atmosphere,  but  causes  little  nuisance  because  of  its 
dispersion  over  a wide  area. 


Domestic 

The  Council's  smoke  control  programme  continued  during  the  year. 
Records  of  the  volumetric  measurements  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the 
atmosphere  show  a continuing  reduction  of  pollution  from  1963  to  1970,  as 
shown  in  the  tables  and  graphs. 

During  the  year  confirmation  of  the  North  and  East  Ward  Smoke  Control 
Orders  was  received.  The  West  Vale  Smoke  Control  Order  became  operative 
on  the  1st  July,  1970,  and  the  work  of  surveying  the  South  Ward  area  was 
cOTipleted  during  the  year.  The  Council  made  the  South  Ward  Smoke  Control 
Order  and  this  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  for  confirmation,  A great 
deal  of  work  has  been  carried  out  in  the  field  of  smoke  control,  dealing 
with  works  of  adaptation,  approval  of  estimates,  interviewing  householders 
and  so  on.  A total  of  155  domestic  smoke  observations  were  carried  out  in 
operative  areas  to  see  whether  in  fact  the  terms  of  the  Orders  were  being 
complied  with  and  there  were  few  cases  where  smoke  was  seen  to  be  emitted 
from  chimneys.  In  cases  where  smoke  emission  was  found  there  was  invariably 
misunderstanding  on  either  the  choice  of  solid  fuels  or  the  technique  of 
using  a new  appliance,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  it  was  possible,  by 
explanation  and  co-operation  with  the  householder,  to  eliminate  any  further 
smoke  emission.  At  the  end  of  the  year  nine  Smoke  Control  Orders  were  in 
operation  covering  3,907  acres  and  embracing  3,699  dwellinghouses  and  other 
premises.  Two  thirds  of  the  acreage  of  the  town  and  almost  one  half  of 
the  dwellinghouses  are  now  included  in  operative  Smoke  Control  Areas . 

As  the  year  commenced,  there  was  concern  about  supplies  of  solid 
smokeless  fuel,  but  fortunately,  Ellahd  was  not  affected  by  this  problem, 
possibly  due  to  the  increasing  demand  for  appliances  using  piped  fuels  to 
replace  solid  fuel  burning  appliances.  The  fuel  position  was  kept  in 
focus  locally  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  suspend  any  Smoke  Control 
Orders, 
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The  investigation  of  atmospheric  pollution  continues  to  be  carried 
out  in  collaboration  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  who  record 
information  for  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution  conducted  by  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research.  The  information  provided 
by  apparatus  sited  in  Elland  provides  a small  but  useful  contribution  to 
national  statistics  on  air  pollution.

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HOUSING 


The  current  housing  programme  was  compiled  in  1964  and  provided  a 
clear  policy  for  dealing  with  unsatisfactory  and  unfit  dwellinghouses.  Of 
1,511  houses  in  the  programme,  553  had  been  dealt  with  under  Part  III  of 
the  Housing  Act  1957  by  the  end  of  1969.  Following  the  introduction  of  the 
Housing  Act  1969,  and  its  accompai^ing  circulars,  the  remainder  of  the  housing 
programme  was  carefully  analysed  and  a programme  of  clearance  and  improvement 
set  out  for  the  next  five  years.  It  is  anticipated  that  750  dwellinghouses 
will  be  inspected  during  this  period  with  a view  to  clearance  or  improvement 
as  may  be. 

Eight  areas  of  property  were  represented  during  the  year  in  respect 
of  99  dwellinghouses  and  were  dealt  with  by  the  Council  making  Compulsory 
Purchase  Orders. 

Fourteen  dwellinghouses  were  closed  following  Undertakings  by  owners 
not  to  re-let. 


Improvement  of  Housing  Standards 

The  Standard  Grant  Scheme  continued  satisfactorily  throughout  the 
year  and  many  houses  were  provided  with  the  five  basic  amenities  set  out 
in  the  Housing  Acts.  The  Council's  policy  is  to  secure  the  improvement 
of  as  many  houses  as  possible;  such  houses  must,  of  course,  be  structurally 
sound  and  capable  of  improvement. 

During  the  year,  63  houses  were  provided  with  a satisfactory  standard 
of  amenity  as  compared  with  52  houses  so  provided  during  1969.  Expenditure 
during  1970  was  £11,526,  as  compared  with  £7,130  during  1969*

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Nine  applications  for  discretionary  grant  were  received  and  of  these, 
three  were  approved.  Two  dwellings  were  in^Droved  during  the  year. 

The  Housing  Act  1969  came  into  force  on  the  25th  August,  1969.  It 
makes  the  system  of  improvement  grants  simpler  and  more  flexible,  and  provides 
increases  in  grant.  The  power  to  make  improvement  areas  has  been  stream- 
lined in  order  to  encourage  local  authorities  into  action. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  1969  Act  to  encourage  owners  to  improve  their 
old  houses  which  are  worthy  of  retention  and  increased  grant  aid  and  the 
repealing  of  conditions  of  grant  are  an  incentive  towards  the  accomplishment 
of  that  aim.  The  Act  also  encourages  local  authorities  to  consider  area 
improvement  in  relation  to  houses  and  amenity  areas  and  additional  grant 
aid  is  available  for  this  work.  A new  incentive  is  introduced  whereby 
repairs  may  now  be  included  in  the  cost  of  works  of  improvement. 

The  potential  for  general  improvement  areas  is  not  yet  fully  known. 
Elland  and  indeed  neighbouring  authorities  in  the  Calder  Valley  areas,  have 
many  housing  problems,  which  are  specific  to  this  area,  problems  of  back- 
to-back  dwellings,  underdwellings,  back-to-earth  dwellings  and  blocks  of 
property  which  include  all  these  various  classes.  There  are  problems  also 
of  these  diverse  types  of  dwellings  sited  adjacent  to,  and  intermixed  with, 
industrial  property  of  nineteenth  century  construction.  A good  deal  of 
survey  work  is  required  in  specific  areas  of  the  town  to  ascertain  the 
position  with  regard  to  structural  fitness  of  dwellings,  lack  of  internal 
amenities,  the  extent  of  bad  external  amenities  and  any  other  relevant 
factors . 


Consideration  has  been  given  to  three  potential  general  improvement 
areas,  one  in  Elland,  a second  area  in  West  Vale  and  a third  area  at  Upper 
Edge.  Little  progress  has  so  far  been  made  apart  from  clearance  action  in 
West  Vale  which  has  resulted  in  four  confirmed  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders 
and  three  current  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  awaiting  confirmation. 

This  type  of  work  costs  money  and  local  authorities  must  be  prepared 
to  spend  if  they  wish  to  retain  the  character  of  their  towns.  It  is  an 

investment  in  the  future  and  well  being  of  a community.  It  is  also  a 
challenge  to  all  engaged  in  housing  administration  to  face  the  cold  hard 
fact  that  properties  and  areas  suffer  the  ravages  of  time  and  unless  uplifted 
into  the  modern  pattern  of  town  planning,  they  eventually  reach  the  stage 
when  clearance  becomes  necessary  and  new  development  inevitably  follows. 


OVERCROWDING 


No  problems  were  encountered  from  statutory  overcrowding,  but  cases 
are  often  discovered  of  overcrowding  in  relation  to  bedrooms.  These  latter 
cases  almost  invariably  involve  families  who  are  awaiting  rehousing,  and,  by 
co-operation  with  the  Housing  Manager,  can  be  resolved  without  difficulty. 
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QUALIFICATION  CERTIFICATES 


The  procedure  for  qualification  certificates  contained  in  the  Housing 
Act  1969  is  to  enable  owners  of  property  to  secure  a fair  rent  for  tenanted 
dwellinghouses.  Though  the  procedure  has  been  available  during  the  year, 
there  has  been  no  rush  by  owners  to  use  it.  The  reasons  for  this  apparent 
lack  of  enthusiasm  may  well  be  that  many  tenanted  dwellings  are  still 
without  standard  amenities  and  not  in  good  repair. 

One  application  for  a qualification  certificate  received  during  the 
year  was  refused.

The  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  premises  in  Elland  is  very  good  and 
co-operation  with  food  traders  was  maintained  throughout  the  year.  A total 
of  772  visits  were  made  to  various  food  premises  throughout  the  district. 

There  were  12  complaints  by  members  of  the  public  of  the  sale  of  food 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  All  were  investigated  and  in  each  case  a 
cautionary  letter  was  sent  to  the  manufacturer  of  each  food  concerned. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 

Four  private  slaughterhouses  within  the  Council's  area  continued  in 
use  during  the  year.  The  facilities  offered  by  these  slaughterhouses  are 
adequate  at  the  present  time  for  the  number  of  animals  dressed. 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  311  visits  to 
slaughterhouses  and  inspected,  3859  animals  which  had  been  slaughtered  and 
dressed  on  these  premises,  a decrease  on  last  year's  figures.

Of  72  samples  submitted  for  T.T.C  (Triphenyl  Tetrazonal  Chloride) 
examination,  one  was  reported  as  unsatisfactory. 

When  a sample  of  Untreated  milk  fails  the  prescribed  Methylene  Blue 
test,  details  of  the  sample  result  and  source  of  supply  are  sent  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  with  a request  thi  the  Milk 
Production  Officer  investigates  the  reasons  for  the  failure.  A further 
sample  of  milk  from  this  source  is  procured  and  submitted  for  examination 
at  a later  date  to  ensure  that  the  milk  complies  with  the  prescribed 
standard. 


2.  Examination  of  Milk  for  Brucellosis 


72  samples  of  untreated  milk  from  retailers  were  examined  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  for  Brucellosis  and  seven  were  notified 
as  being  positive.  By  co-operation  with  the  milk  producers,  the  sale 
of  infected  milk  was  stopped  and  the  supply  sent  for  heat  treatment  until 
the  results  of  samples  from  the  cows  became  known.  During  the  year  six 
herds  were  found  to  have  positive  excretors  and  622  samples  of  milk  were 
taken  from  cows.  Of  these,  59  cows  were  proved  to  be  positive.  In  each 
herd  the  offending  cows  were  identified,  isolated  and  eventually  disposed 
of  by  the  producer,  following  which  the  producer  was  able  to  resume  normal 
production  and  distribution  of  Untreated  milk. 
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A total  of  622  individual  samples  were  taken  for  examination  and 
the  following  table  shows  the  results  obtained

14  samples  of  ice  cream  taken  from  these  sources  were  reported  as 
satisfactory. 


HAWKEBS  OF  FOOD 


The  West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act  1951  contains 
provisions  for  the  registration  of  hawkers  of  food  and  their  premises. 

Seven  persons  are  registered  for  the  hawking  of  food  within  the 

area. 


MARKET  STALLS 


Elland  has  the  traditional  type  of  open  air  market  and  approximately 
20  stalls  are  set  out  in  the  market  square  on  Friday  of  each  week.  In 
addition  there  are  two  lock-up  stalls  which  are  permanently  sited  on  the 
square.  The  lock-up  premises  are  used,  one  for  the  sale  of  meat  and  the 
other  for  the  sale  of  fish.  The  open  stalls  are  used  mainly  for  the  sale 
of  clothing,  greengrocery,  sweet  confectionery,  biscuits  and  eggs.  139 
inspections  were  made  to  ensure  that  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  being 
observed  and  a good  standard  of  hygiene  was  maintained  throughout  the 
year.  The  public  conveniences  on  the  market  square  continue  to  serve  a 
useful  purpose,  providing  as  they  do  a room  with  sinks  and  hot  and  cold 
water  in  order  that  food  handlers  may  have  washing  facilities. 


SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS 

There  are  17  persons  licensed  in  accordance  with  the  above  Acts 
to  slaughter  animals. 
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PUBLIC  CLEAJJSING 


This  section  of  Public  Health  Work  embraces  a very  wide  field  of 
activity,  including  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse, 
the  cleansing  and  emptying  of  pail  closets,  privies  and  cesspools,  salvage 
operations,  street  cleansing  and  gulley  emptying.  These  duties  are  divided 
between  the  Health  Department  and  the  Surveyor's  Department,  street  cleansing 
being  the  responsibility  of  the  Surveyor. 

Refuse  collection  continued  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year. 

There  were  the  usual  setbacks  occasioned  by  vehicle  breakdown,  the  lack 
of  a spare  vehicle,  labour  shortages  and  sickness.  The  revised  bonus  scheme 
v/as  introduced  and  appears  to  provide  the  incentive  for  good  service.  The 
workmen  have  again  given  yeomen  service  throughout  the  year  and  their  efforts 
are  fully  appreciated  by  the  community. 

Controlled  tipping  continued  throughout  the  year  at  Lowfields.  The 
problems  of  trade  waste  disposal  were  again  very  much  to  the  fore  and  during 
the  year  work  continued  on  the  incinerator  for  burning  trade  waste.  Several 
trial  burns  have  indicated  extreme  difficulty  in  incineration  of  man-made 
materials,  even  at  very  low  throughput. 

The  collection  of  waste  paper  continued  throughout  the  year  and 
£1,942  was  realised  from  sales.  Income  from  sales  of  scrap  metal  and  other 
waste  amounted  to  £67.  Other  income  from  special  collections,  trade  refuse 
and  tipping  charges  amounted  to  £879.  9.  9d* 


The  Council’s  Municipal  Dustbin  scheme  continued  satisfactorily 
during  the  year.  717  dustbins  were  provided  as  replacements  to  premises 
at  a cost  of  £1,354.  lO.  5d.  The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage 
continued  to  be  very  hygienic  and  satisfactory.

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A limited  amount  of  salvage  is  obtained  from  the  tipped  refuse 
before  the  material  is  placed,  levelled  and  consolidated.  Metals  of 
various  types  and  rags  are  taken  to  the  depot  building,  conveniently 
situated  hear  the  tip  where  they  are  placed  with  other  materials  salvaged 
during  collection.  By  far  the  greatest  item  of  salvage  is  waste  paper 
and  cardboard,  and  during  the  year  162  tons  of  this  material  was  collected 
by  the  waste  paper  vehicle  and  by  other  vehicles  during  collection  of  house 
refuse.  This  material  forms  an  extremely  useful  form  of  revenue.  Cardboard 
and  newsprint  are  sorted  and  baled  in  an  electrically  driven  baling  press 
sited  in  the  ground  floor  room  of  the  depot.  There  has  been  no  difficulty 
in  disposal  of  metals  and  textiles. 

The  Council  is  fortunate  in  having  the  Lowfields  Depot  building 
which  provides  an  ideal  centre  for  a public  cleansing  service.  The  building 
provides  on  the  ground  floor  ample  garage  space,  a large  paper  baling  room, 
a large  storage  room  for  dustbins  and  refuse  containers,  showers  and 
sanitary  accommodation  for  the  cleansing  staff.  The  first  floor  provides 
a large  storage  room  room  for  baled  paper  and  cardboard,  an  office  for  the 
foreman,  and  a dining  room  for  the  staff.  Other  areas  of  floor  space  are 
available  for  other  uses.  An  electric  hoist  is  provided  for  transferring 
bales  of  paper  from  one  floor  to  another.

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Five  vehicles  are  in  daily  use  for  the  collection  of  refuse  and 
waste  paper  and  for  the  cleansing  of  privies  and  pail  closets,  and  public 
conveniences.  In  addition  to  these,  a small  pickup  vehicle  is  used  by 
the  foreman  for  transport  purposes  and  also  for  the  collection  of  small 
items  of  refuse  and  salvage. 

Maintenance  of  the  fleet  is  carried  out  by  a local  garage  and  the 
refuse  collection  service  was  not  impaired  by  major  breakdown. 

The  bulk  of  refuse  is  collected  by  three  large  capacity  compression 
vehicles.  Details  of  the  vehicles  in  operation  during  1970  are  set  out 
in  the  following  table. 

The  men  are  provided  with  suitable  protective  clothing  to  enable 
the  work  to  be  carried  out  with  a minimum  of  discomfort  and  without 
unnecessary  wear  and  tear  to  their  personal  clothing.  The  variety  of 
protective  clothing  issued,  according  to  the  type  of  work  being  done, 
consists  of  donkey  jackets,  overalls,  gloves  and  Wellington  boots,  and 
these  items  are  well  appreicated  by  the  staff.

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CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT.  1067 


This  is  an  Act  to  make  further  provision  for  the  protection  and 
improvement  of  buildings  of  architectural  and  historic  interest  and  of  the 
character  of  areas  of  such  interest;  for  the  preservation  and  planting 
of  trees;  and  for  the  orderly  disposal  of  used  vehicles  and  equipment  and 
other  rubbish. 


The  anti-social  practice  of  dumping  refuse  on  waste  land  has  for 
many  years  been  increasing.  The  department  procides  a free  collection 
service  for  bulky  domestic  refuse,  yet  in  spite  of  this  service,  articles 
are  dumped  is  isolated  places.  A number  of  tours  were  made  during  the 
year  to  clear  untidy  sites  and  as  the  problem  grows,  so  will  the  rate  borne 
cost  of  clearing  sites  increase.  The  Council  has  made  available  to  rate- 
payers. during  normal  working  hours,  facilities  at  Lowfields  tip  for  the 
reception  of  unwanted  articles,  bulky  refuse  etc.  and  this  has  been  widely 
advertised  in  the  district. 


The  problem  of  abandoned  cars  will  increase  as  the  number  of  vehicles 
on  the  roads  increase  during  future  years.  Procedure  for  dealing  with 
these  vehicles  is  fairly  uniform  and  well  established  in  the  West  Riding 
area  as  a result  of  a Working  Party  which  gave  much  time  and  consideration 
to  this  problem  before  the  Act  was  laid  on  the  statute  book.  During  the 
year  43  inspections  of  vehicles  were  carried  out  and  resulting  from  this 
work,  nine  vehicles  were  removed  and  seven  were  destroyed,  the  remainder 
being  removed  by  the  owners  concerned  after  action  by  the  department. 


Proceedings  in  court  were  successfully  taken  against  two  persons 
for  illegal  dumping  of  refuse,  and  in  each  case  the  magistrates  imposed 
a penalty. 
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
